2. SUMMARY: AS CHINESE HFA OFFICIALS PRESENT AT THE 
SEATTLE MEETING BETVEEN PRESIDENTS CLINTON AHD JIANG 
RETUKH TO BEIJING. THEY (AND THOSE THEY HAVE BRIEFED) 
HAVE BEEN PUTTING A POSITIVE SPIN ON THE MEETING. 
THEIR PERSONAL COMMENTS ARE SIMILAR TO CHINESE PRESS 
REPORTING OH THE CLINTON-JIANG MEETING SOURCEQ TO VICE 
PREMIER AND FOREIGN MINISTER QIAN QICHEH. END SUMMARY.

3. DURING A NOVEMBER 30 ENCOUNTER WITH THE DCM. MFA 
AMERICAN AND OCEANIAN DEPARTMENT DIRECTOR MA ZHENGANG, 
VHO WAS PRESENT AT THE MEETING BETVEEN PRESIDENTS 
CLINTON AND JIANG, TERMED THE SESSION A "POSITIVE* AND 
"CONSTRUCTIVE" EVENT THAT HAD BEEN NEEDED 70 "MAINTAIN 
MOMENTUM" IN U.S. -CHINA RELATIONS. MA SAID HE HOPED 
THE SECRETARY COULD EARLY COHE TO CHINA, AND THAT 
WHILE VE COULD NOT SOLVE ALL DIFFERENCES AT MEETINGS

LIU XIAOMIHG, WHO ATTENDED THE CLINTON-JIANG MEETING, 
TOLD POLOFFS THAT JIANG NAD BEEN VERY PLEASED WITH HIS 
MEETING WITH PRESIDENT CLINTON. LIU SAID THAT JIANG 
WAS IMPRESSED WITH PRESIDENT CLINTON'S SINCERITY AND 
CLOSE ATTENTION TO HIS (JIANG'S) REMARKS. ALTHOUGH 
THE MEETING HAD NOT RESULTED IN ANY BREAKTHROUGHS, IT 
HAD CREATED A POSITIVE ENVIRONMENT IN WHICH 
OUTSTANDING ISSUES COULD BE ADDRESSED THROUGH FUTURE 
BILATERAL EXCHANGES. THE PRESIDENTS' MEETING HAD HOT 
BEEN INTENDED AS A NEGOTIATING SESSION, REASONED LIU. 
BUT, RATHER AS AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE PRESIDENTS TO 
ESTABLISH RAPPORT, AND IT HAD BEEN A SUCCESS IN 
ACHIEVING THIS LATTER GOAL. ILLUSTRATING THE DEGREE 
OF RAPPORT ACHIEVED, LIU RECOUNTED THAT JIANG HAD 
OFFERED TO ACCOMPANY PRESIDENT CLINTON ON THE CHINESE- 
HADE SAXOPHONE GIVEN HIM BY JIANG. AND SAID THAT THE 
PRESIDENT WAS CLEARLY PLEASED WITH THE GIFT. LIU ALSO 
NOTED JIANG HAD INTERRUPTED HIS INTERPRETER AT ONE
